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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . In view of the remarks filed on September 1 1 , 2007, PROSECUTION IS 
HEREBY REOPENED, as set forth below. 

To avoid abandonment of the application, appellant must exercise one of the 
following two options: 

(1 ) file a reply under 37 CFR 1.111 (if this Office action is non-final) or a reply 
under 37 CFR 1.113 (if this Office action is final); or, 

(2) initiate a new appeal by filing a notice of appeal under 37 CFR 41 .31 followed 
by an appeal brief under 37 CFR 41 .37. The previously paid notice of appeal fee and 
appeal brief fee can be applied to the new appeal. If, however, the appeal fees set forth 
in 37 CFR 41 .20 have been increased since they were previously paid, then appellant 
must pay the difference between the increased fees and the amount previously paid. 

A Supervisory Patent Examiner (SPE) has approved of reopening prosecution by

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As discussed previously, it is unclear to the examiner which embodiment 
applicant's believe their claims read on figures 3 and 4, or figure 5. If the applicant 
believes the claims read upon figure 5, the following rejection is made: 

4. Claims 27-40 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by JP 
'437. 

See figures 4 and 6 and note the polygonal portions 20b and semi-circular 
portions 20a. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 27-40 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over JP 
101 93944 (JP '944) in view of Sugita et al. '381 . 

Regarding claims 27-40 JP '944 shows in figure 3 a collar for a stabilizer bar but 
lacks a showing of the first and second inner polygonal portions formed adjacent to the 
first and second clipped ends. 

Sugita et al. '381 is relied upon to show it is notoriously well known in the art to 
provide the inner perimeter portions of the collar with projections as shown at 22 to 
prevent slippage. Although not applied, also see the ribs of 5 in Domer. 

It would have been obvious to the ordinary skilled worker in the art at the time of 
the invention to have provided the inner semi-circular perimeter portions of JP '944 with 
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projections, as shown at 22 in Sugita et al., so that the collar of JP '944 may be used 
with different stabilizer bar configurations. Note that providing the collar with these type 
of projections would then meet the claimed limitations, discussed above.
